MORAL CRUSADE AT U. C, 


The university police who now have 


jthe backing of President Wheeler and 
ithe university faculty, have commenc- 
ed a crusade against moral derelection 
iof every kind on the part of the stu- 
dents. They announce that the arrest 
of Harris may be followed by more 
•arrests. Beer busts in Oakland resorts, 
'and the spectacle of drunken students 
•coming to Berkeley on the electric cars, 
'•has been a frequent occurrence 
of 


late, and Superintendent A. L. Bolton, 
who has charge of the university po- 
lice, says that all this must stop or 
more students will be made to serve 
| as public examples'. 


MOTHER'S TEARFUL PLEA. 


: ..Mrs. Harris, mother of the student 
•who was caught red-handed robbing 
Ms fellow students In order to keep up 
the pace set by his more fortunate 
friends in college, visited the office of 
President Wheeler today and made a 
tearful plea on behalf of her erring 
son. "With all the power of a mothfr's 
love she asked that mercy be shown 
her boy for his mistake, and that fur- 
ther prosecution be stopped. "While re- 
gretting that the punishment had to be 
Inflicted, the authorities at the uni- 
versity informed Mrs. Harris that the 
charge against her son had been made 
M light as was possible In the cir- 
cumstances—that 
the 
charge could 


have been made burglary, but In view 
of the student's youth and his com- 
plete confession, he was shown len- 
iency. 


STUDENTS SUPPORT POLICE. 
The fact Is the great majority of the 


Students who are jealous of the good 
name of their institution are upholding 
Superintendent Bolton in his efforts to 
Check lawlessness at the U. C. Burg- 
lary and stealing of all kinds has been 
going on for over three 
years 
at 


Berkeley, but up to this time the fear 
of undue notoriety prevented the uni- 


versity authorities from exposing .and 
checking the' crimes. 
Now 
drastic 


measures have been decided upon and 
some sensations that 
will stir the 


university even more than it has been 
stirred in the 'ast few weeks are prom- 
ised. 


OTHER STUDENTS ARRESTED. 
The arrest of Harris is not the only 


arrest of students that has taken place 
during the past few days. 
Several 


nights ago two prominent fraternity 
men were arrested by an Oakland po- 
liceman while they were on their way 
to Berkeley on a Telegraph avenue 
car. 
The students had been "doing 


the line" in Oakland and had been-ca- 
rousing with other students in Oak- 
land's tenderloin resorts. 
They were 


acting the part of hoodlums on the 
car, and the conductor was compelled 
to call a policeman to protect 
the 


other passengers. 


DISGRACEFUL SCENE ON CAR. 
On the same car on which this dis- 


graceful scene took place was .a uni- 
versity professor who knew the stu- 
dents. According to the arresting of- 
ficer, this 
professor, 
anxious 
to 


save the students from further disgrace 
attempted to interfere and prevent the 
policeman from taking the students to 
jail. The professor was Informed that 
if he did not sit down and keep still, 
he would be taken to jail with the stu- 
dents.

erably sobered, were taken to the City 
Prison and were placed behind the 
bars. 
They gave fictitious names at

in detecting everybody who has had 
anything to do with the numerous 
thefts which have been'reported from 
time to time. No matter who they are, 
Uiese petty thieves must -be found out 
and public examples made of them* 
The evil has "existed for years. 
Once 


at least it was rumored that a student 
had been caught stealing from a locker 
in the gymnasium and had been quiet- 
ly dropped from the University. But' 
never before have the authorities taken 
such an open step as the s.rrest of an 
offender, and the nuisance has there- 
for continued unabated. It Is regretta- 
ble that the story of a student's dis- 
grace cannot be told among ourselves 
without reaching the ear of the outer 
world, where It will undoubtedly be 
used to cast discredit on the Universi-

Stubborn silence maintains among 


the jurymen. now deliberating .on the

trial of David Kiniry. They retired 
to the juryroom at 3:30 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon and at 12:30 o'clock 
today had been out 
twenty 
hours 


without giving any sign of coming to 
an agreement. .In fact, the Indica- 
tions were that they would not agree. 
At 11 o'clock last night they 
were 


locked up for the night and bedc were 
given them. Their meals have boon 
supplied to them, but otherwiso they 
Jbave had no communication with the 
:TOlter world. 


One significant fact is that 
they 


have never once asked for instruc- 
tions or Information on any 
.point. 


Seemingly they are each fixed in his 
own determination .aa to the evidence 
and what th= .nunlshment It deserves.

The mystery involving the rbuggy in 


which of the robbers of J. E. Daly and 
Prank Rocheat Stege on Monday last, 
rode away from' the scene of the hold- 
up has been cleared away by the iden- 
tification of a vehicle of the piano box 
order, which is now in the Abernethy 
stable on San 
Pablo avenue, near 


Twentieth street. 


The identification was made by Daly 


himself, who not only recognized the 
buggy, but also asserted that a horse 
which was rented with It by Abernethy, 
Is the same animal which he had seen 
standing about three blocks away from 
the scene of the hold-up a few min- 
utes before the robbers were pointed 
at him and his companion. 


FURTHER IDENTIFICATION. 


There were still further Identifica- 


tions of this outfit this morning on San 
Pablo avenue by W. P. Wiliits, who is 
employed in the construction of a car 
line on San Pablo avenue, 
between 


Oakland and the scene of the rob- 
jbcry. 


On the afternoon of that day Wiliits 


stated ithat he had seen two buggies 
driven rapidly along San Pablo avenue 
toward Oakland^ considerable distance 
being between both. The latter buggy 
was' making much less rapid speed .than 
the first one,, and the driver was urg- 
ing his -horse by frequent, 
of the whip, some of the blows of which 
had broken off the top. 


This buggy, with the horse which 


was attached to It, on Monday last, 
was driven into Willetts' presence this 
morning by Sheriff Frank Barnet, and 
Willits identified buggy and horse as 
being those which he had seen driven 
at a forced gait along the avenue to- 
ward Oakland Monday last after the 
robbery. Mr. Willit carried his Identi- 
fication even so far as the broken whip 
which the Sheriff took with him. 


The discovery of this buggy 
was 


made by Sheriff Barnet, who has been 
working with Intelligence 'and enthus- 
iasm on the robbery from the time of 
Its commission, with the hope of run- 
ning down the men who thus far have 
succeeded in eluding detection. 


• Sheriff Barnet will continue his in- 


vestigation of the crime and run down 
every clew which may be given him 
on the subject. 


STRANGE STORY. 


Another circumstance came to light 


this morning which if capable of sub- 
stantiation, would seem to have con- 
siderable to do with the crime under 
consideration. 
The "story. Is told by a 


colored woman by the name of Esther 
Mingo to the effect that last Monday 
afternoon" about three o'clock the day 
which the robbery was committed, she 
sa wa dark man standing with a grip- 
sack and seemingly In a nervous mood, 
standing at the southeast corner of 
Fifth and Franklin streets. 


After he had been there a short time 


a woman about thirty 'years of age 
approached him on the sidewalk and 
entered Into conversation with 
him. 


They 
remained in 
conversation for 


some time, when they were interrupt- 
ed by the arrlvalof a low-built, stocky 
man, who approached them from the 
direction of Sixth street on Franklin. 
The trio engaged in an animated con- 


versatlon, -which resulted In the tan 
man opening'the grip which he held, 
and disclosing the content* to the other 
two.

TOOK GOLD. 


The young woman, seemingly with 


the permission of the tall man, ex- 
tended, her right hand Into th* open 
grip and took from It «,, handful of 
gold. This she -placed In the extend- 
ed hand of the short man, who put It 
in his pocket. Two or three handful! 
of the precious metal we're successive- 
ly taken from the sack by the younc! 
woman and in turn given to the short 
man, who immediately 
disposed 
of 


them in his pocket. 


The satchel was then ctosed, and sit. 


three engaged in a conversation tor 
several minutes, looking around cau- 
tiously from time to time to

whether or noi. they had been

served. 


THEY SEPARATE. 


The short man then left the scene 


and walked unconcernedly 
north on 


Franklin toward 
Sixth 
street 
and 


there disappeared from view.

tall man' and the young woman re- 
mained for a while on the corner of 
Fifth and Franklin streets and were 
eventually' joined by-a woman appar- 
ently^ -fifty years of :agre. There wa« 


greeting of the elderly lady. 


but an animated discussion was en- 
tered into and maintained for some 
-time, when at length the tall man with 
the grip sack' bade them .goodbye and 
moved south along Franklin street as 
if intending to take the boat on the 
five cent run along Oakland harbor 
to San Francisco. 
The two women 


then -walked .away, going north on

time at the intersection -of Sixth and

Franklin. What their destination was 
Esther Mingo says she has no knowl- 
edge of.

story are concarned, the description 
of them given by the -colored woman, 
tallies with that given of the. robbers 
by both Daly a7id Roche. Whether or 
not they are tlie men, the police are 
in quest of, remains to be seen.

A singular fact

that the young

ing room, began to show signs of the 
approach ,of death :soon• after the .death 
of her daughter. 
Like her daughter, the mother: also is 


srsatly emaciated and the physicians at 
the hospital-say that her low vitality is 
due principally to starvation. 


A specialist in :hypnotism and -psychol- 


ogy who Investigated the case has made 
public his conclusion that the two women 
had unconsciously hypnotized each other 
and that gas asphyxiation hafl nothing to 
do with the case. 
He explained that 


he had himself been hypnotized while 
hypnotizing a patient and had only been 
awakened by the arousing of the sub- 
ject.

WalmsleyX Effort* In Legislation.

All over the world legislators, states- 


men, 
philanthropists and sociologists are 


watching the Missouri "bouse of repre- 
sentatives. Watching it with breathless 
attention and interest, not because it 
"will bear watching" or wants to "get 
away" with anything. The other night 
Mr. Waimsley's bill to tax tomcats tS 
a year and tabbies thirty cents a vear 
came up. 
The bill provided that" the 
proceeds of the cat tar should be used to 
establish a home for aged spinsters. 
This part of the measure shows in Mr. 
Warmsley a more superficial and top- 
dressing "culture" than his constituents 
have the right to demand of him.' Spin- 
sters, aged or young: are not necessarily 
the greatest cat fanciers.." The cat~is a 
strange and mystical genius that has 
been celebrated worthily by many men 
of genius. Without cats, all, Gautier, 
audelalre, Hugo, Swinburne, would not 
have-come o the fullest fruitage of their 
powers; -Catless. Sir Isaac Newton might 
have lived and died mute and inguorious. 
A cat, we may-be sure, inspired Poe's 
strange hudc. A cat, brother of the owl 
clairvoyant of. the night, *at on a window 
sill and suggested ".The Raven." . 
For the house cat, with its ardor* and 
Its absences, its electricities and phos- 
phorescences, its absolute independence, 
its night agrarictec, its obvious daemonic 
or inspired character, its fellowship with 
witches and the Old Boy, its possession 
by the god or devil, divine or diabolic 
madness. called "fits"—the house cat ap- 
peals to :the arlstic and he observant 
Any'fool can like a dog. The dojr is a 
bourgeois. The cat is an artist Fickle, 
ungrateful, careless, a dandy, an epi- 
cure, but never commonplace, and sel- 
dom . "respectable," 
This is said for the information »nd 
reproof of Mr. Warmsley. to whom and 
Jefferson City wer now return The com- 
mittee in charge of the Tom-and-tabby 
tax bill tav composed of well meaning 
dullards, persons unfitted to appreciate 
feline talents.

IN EDUCATION LIES HOPE 


OF DEMOCRACY 


Professor Henry Van Dyke Delivers 


Notable Address at Charter Day 


Exercises in Berkeley. 


BERKEL.!Err, 'Mar 24.-^-Regents, fac- 


ulty, graduates and students of the Uni- 
versity of .California celebrated today the- 
forty-ftfth anniversary of the birthday of 
the Berkeley institution: Following the 
customary annual celebration of this oc- 
casion. • an elaborate program was ren- 
dered In the Greek Amphitheater. The 
Charter Day address was delivered by 
Professor Henry Van Dyke of Princeton 
"University, his subject being "Creative 
Ideal of Education as Distinguished From 
the Marketable Ideal." 


PROFESSORS IN PROCESSION. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon two proces- 
sions were formed, which matched to the 
scene of the exercises. The students* pro- 
cession, which formed between North and 
South halls, consisted of underclassmen, 
students of the professional colleges and 
graduate students. The other procession, 
which formed at the library building, in- 
cluded the alumni, fellows, - instructors, 
demonstrators, professors, alumni officers, 
guests and Regents. 
The processions 
marched to the amphitheater at 2:15 
o'clock, the exercises beginning at 2:30. 
The,opening number on the program was 
a selection by the University orchestra, 
followed by the invocation .by Samuel 
Hopkins Willey. The Glee Club presented 
a selection, after which Alexander Grimes 
3SeUs"bf. the class of 1S86. president of the1 
Alumni Association, made an address in 
behalf of the alumni. After another se- 
lection by the Glee Club, the Charter Day 
address was 'delivered by Professor Van 
Dyke, who said in part: 


VAN DYKE'S ADDRESS. 


"The hope of the democracy lies in the 
spread of education, but the more import- 
ant education, is the more necessary it be 
comes to have the right ideals. 
The 
decorative idea would make culture but 
the adornment of a chosen few—an aes- 
thetic affair, consisting mainly of accom- 
plishments valued because they set p. man 


apart from the common people.. This .ideal 
is utterly out of place in a democracy such 
as we live in. 


MISTAKE OF DEMOCRACY. 


"The marketable ideal of ^education 
would train a man chiefly in order W 
make him" able to sell his work for larger 
wages. It would develop him from child- 
hood up for some particular trade or busi- 
ness. It would try to make him merely a 
lawyer or a doctor, or an electrician or a 
merchant, or a carpenter or a preacher in- 
stead'of first of all. making him a well- 
minded man. This marketable idealis a 
mistake in a 'democracy • because it nar- 
rows men's thoughts, dwarfs their char- 
acter and divides them into classes and 
guilds, which cannot .understand 
ono 
another, because they have no common 
ground of sympathy. Broad manhood is 
what a democracy .needs.. 


WHAT CREATIVE IDEAL MEANS. " 
"The creative ideal of education means, 
first of all, making a well-developed man; 
men, 
who, when they go into a trade or 
business; shall bring to it the qualities of 
a rounded and complete manhood. The 
four things which education should seek: 
to develop may be very.pimply stated. 
The first is the power to see clearly, that 
is, to see things as they are; the second 
is to imagine vividly, that is, to conceive 
things as they might or as they ought to 
be; the third, the power to read intelli- 
gibly, that is, to think for ones self; -the 
fourth, to will nobly and to use the other 
three powers for the service of the coun- 
try and mankind. 
"The educational efforts of a democracy, 
including all its means and methods, from 
the primary school to the university, 
should be directed to developing all tho 
people as far as possible in these four 
powers. Any system that fails to do this 
is defective and unfit Any system that 
helps to do this is itself right and valu- 
able. It is a safeguard to the best inter- 
ests and the brightest hopes of the Re- 
public."

SAN FRANCISCO;,March::24.—The 


Stanford mystery is clearing. The de- 
tectives believe-they know where 'the 
strychnine-was procured that/poisoned 
the Poland water in the attempt .upon 
Mrs. Stanford's life in this ci.ty January 
14. . It was procured, in the country 
near 'San Francisco. 
.Information 


gleaned this morning indicates ..that it 
w?>a taken from a stock of commercial 
.stxychnme, but the name, of the person 
who took It has not been established.. 
"It I knew the name of .the; person 
who procured that strychnine," said 
Captain 3. 3. Caluniifl 
of 
Morse's 
Agency this moriimg, "I would arrest 
that person immediately. I believe we 
can show where the stryOnine was 
obtained, however. One of the men.has 
just come in from the country 
and 
made a report." 


Detective • Callundan asserts that the 
investigation of the. January .poisoning 
a. being continued energetically, orders 
to that effect bavins: been - issued by 
Attorney Mountford S, Wilson•. of the 
Stanford ^estate. Four ' detectives are 
engaged on the case. Suspicion 
has 
narrowed down to a very few of the 
persc_s in the Stanford household, but 
no arrest van be made for the pres- 
ent 


If the detectives can prove where the 
strychnine .was secured, they -will corrie 
very close tp'the poisoner. It:is known 
that it was'riot purchased by the per- 
son who used it in the attempt upon 
the life of Mrs. Stanford. While Cap- 
tain Callundan would not admit that he 
suspected any one person of the first 
poisoning, he declared that a number 
of those in the Stanford household at 
the time of the poisoning had been 
eliminated. 


Alleged to Have Offered Votes for 


Sale to San Francisco 


Gas Company. 


'SAN FRANCISCO, March 24—Fol- 


lowing the indictment of Frank A. 
Maestrettl. president of the Board of Pub- 
lic "Works, by the Grand Jury, comes the 
Announcement that that body now intends 
>to turn its searchlight upon the Board of 
:.Supervfsors and sensational results arc 
anticipated. 
It has been reported to the Grand Jury 
that five members of the Board of Super- 
visors approached ofE Icials of the San 
Francisco Gas and Electric Company and 
demanded $500 apiece for their votes on an 
ordinance favorable to the corporation. 
It is further stated that President W. B. 
Bourn of the San Francisco Gas and Elec- 
tric Company has mentioned Alpers, Bent, 
Poxton, Lunstedt and Rea as the Super- 
visors who demanded money for their 
votes. 
Relative to Maestretti's case, Mayor 
Schmitz gave out the statement today 
that he will take no official notice of tho 
indictment until after the accused has 
been given a trial. 
According to the story placed before the 
Grand Jury, it was at tTie time that J. F. 
Lawless was general manager of- the gas 
company that the five Supervisors named 
above offered their votes for a piece of 
money. 
Lawless Informed President Bourn' of 
the fact, and now he in turn has given 
the information to the Grand Jury. 
At the present time Lawless is sup- 
posed to be traveling either in the East 
or throughout Europe, so the question, is: 
"Will the former general manager of 
the gas company return to San Francisco 
and repeat to the members of the Grand 
Jury the story of alleged blackmail at- 
tributed to five members of the Board of 
Supervisors?" 


It Is said that Supervisor Boston was 
the representative of the five. It Js said 
that they visited Lawless in the gas com- 
pany's office and offered to barter their 
votes for $500 apiece. 
According to the statement of President 
Bourn today, the money was not paid, de- 
spite the fact that the five Supervisors 
are alleged' to have called at the sas com- 
pany's office several times and submitted 
the proposition. 
President Bourn never saw flt to tell of 
this attempted deal of Boxton'and his 
' assocla.tes with Lawless until a few weeKs 
ago. He was asked by members of i thn 
Grand Jury if Lawless had ever told him 
any story of how Boxton and four othfir 
Supervisors had tried to blackmail the 
company. It was then that Bourn told 
everything of what had passed between 
him and Lawless. 
It appears that the members of the 
Grand Jury got their first intimation of 
the deal that was sought to be made with 
Lawless from a member, of the Board of 
Supervisors of unquestioned integrity. The 
identity of this member of the board ia 
not divulged by the 
members of the 
Grand Jury. Mr. Bourn said he did not 
know of any of the facts of the case of 
his own personal knowledge, but he be- 
lieved that Mr. Lawless told the absolute 
truth about Boxton and the other four 
Supervisors. 
He did not know how the- Grand Jury 
could obtain the testimony of Mr. Law- 
less, 
t 
The members of the Grand Jury were 
also at a loss on this point. He being thu 
only witness the membefs of the Grand 
Jury cannot return an indictment against 
Boxton. Alpers, Lunstedt, Rea and Bent, 
although the members say that they are 
morally convinced that the story of this 
attempted blackmail Is true.

SUPERVISOR TALCOTT SOLD 


THE COUNTY NO LAND. 


On the Contrary He Donated a 


Right of Way Through His 


Property Free of Charge. 


In yesterday's issue pt a San Fran- > 


Cisco paper contains a; sensational 
story about Supervisor J. R. Talcott 
and the Foothill highway, now in' 
course of construction. Among other 
things alleged in the article, it was 
stated that "the 
Committee of One 


Hundred" was preparing to bring suit 
against Supervisor Talcott to compel 
him to pay back 
into the 
County 


Treasury $32,000 which It charged he 
had 
received 
for a right 
of way 


through his land. The membership of 
the Committe of One Hundred" Is 
somewhat shrouded In mystery. The 
San Francisco paper gives no responsi- 
ble author for its 
statements .and 


omits to mention who compose this 
body. 


The story reminds one of the profes- 


sor who asked a studen to describe a 
lobster. 


"A lobster is a fish that Is red and 


walks back-ward," said the student—a 
raw one presumably. 


"The* description is correct," replied 


the professor, "save that, lobster i» 
not a fish, is not red and does not walk 
backward." 


The records show that Supervisor 


Talcott never received a dollar for a 
right of way through his land, never 
^old the county any land for any pur- 
pose at any time, and never contract- 
ed with the county. He did donate a 
right of way for the Foothill highway 
for a distance of more than a. mile 
through his property on condition that 
the county would pay for the fencing 
made necessary by intersecting his 


fields with a road. The precise cost of 
this fencing was S9.51.70. , 


So much for the 
$12,000 land story. 


The total cost of the right of way for 
the foothill highway was 129.200. 
The 


cost of surveying and viewer's fees in- 
creased this amount by. 13,000, making 
the total preliminary cost of the road 
$32,200. Nothing was paid to Supervisor 
Talcott directly 
or .indirectly for the 


right of way through his property,, 


By indirection the San Francisco paper 


conveys the impression that Supervisor 
Talcott has violated sections 902 and 
4077-of the Political Code, penalties for 
which are provided in section 71 of the 
Penal Code. As the Supervisor cold no 
land to the county and made no con- 
tract* such as. are' inhibited In sections 
920 and 4077, it does not appear that the 
penalties provided in section 71 will have 
a very terrifying effect. 


"I do not see how the sections quoted 


have any application to Supervisor Tal- 
eott," said District Attorney Allen, when 
shown the article In the San Francisco 
paper. "There Is no reason why a road 
should not go through Supervisor Tal- 
cott's land, and there" is no reason why 
he should not be paid for the right of 
way. 
But my understanding IE that he 


donated the right of way. Of course he 
cannot be held liable for money he never 
received or for contracts he never made. 
It is BO violation of law for a Super- 
visor to give his land to the eountr." 


Supervisor Talcott was not around the 


county buildings today, and hence no 
statement could be obtained from him 
The proceedings of the Board of Super- 
visors and . the Auditor's books ihaw, 
however, that he was never paid any' 
thing for right of way.

GIER'S HALL TO DISCUSS 


THE'SITUATION. 


There was a joint meeting of the sub- 


cornmi ttees of the 
coal dealers 
and 


butcJiers 
connected 
with 
the 
Mer- 


cnants' Protective Association in Gier's 
hall last nisht. 
The meeting" was at- 


tended by about fifty retail merchants 
•..,who some two months ago formed the 
association. ,an,d .who , ore. .desirous § of 
increasing the membership 
rolls 
until 
on it are subscribed all the retail mer- 
chants of Alameda county. 
The association has for its object the 
^encouragement and 
promotion of 
the 
.brganfzation'amohg 'the retail merchatits, 
that their interests may be mutually pro- 
tected; to .provide the .best, method for 
the collection o, delinquent accounts and 
to prevent dishonest people from obtain- 
ing credit with members of-the associa- 
tion. 
The" association has a membership of 
^5n and" was organized in. January ' with 
A. R. Philipps as president and G. A. 
Kothamel, .secretary, 
At the meeting last night W. W. 
Cooley, secretary' of the Bookkeepers' and 
Accountants' Association.- spoke on the 
needs of the retail merchants being pro- 
tected' against "bad debts," and J. E. 
Muir, business manager 'of 'the associa- 
tion, told how the crganization proposed 
to deal with. the.problem., . . - 
The Association is incorporated 
and 
controlled by the retail 
merchants of 
Alameda county; and has-its headquar- 
ters at room 209, Bacon Block. 
W. W. Cooley addressed the meeting 
•as follows: 
' ' ' ' 


• "Gentlemen:—As we meet to-night as 
guests of the Merchants' Protective As-- 
. sociation, it is assumed that you are 
familiar with the general object of this 
organization. 
To state it. briefly, it is. 
a co-operative body formed for the ex- 
termination of the blood sucker of com- 
mercial life—commonly termed the 'dead 
beat.' 
-."Its power for good. If It be properly 
supported by those who would derive the 
greatest 
benefit, 
is Immeasui-ible. 
It 
will help you to'retrieve losses incurred. 
It will prevent a repetition of errors of. 
the past. The'Extending of'credit is a 
matter of vital importance,, 
You have 
all had an experience ;with the whole- 
Bale dealers. 
You did not consider -that 
it was beneath your dignity to furnish a 
statement of your financial 
-condition. 
You know it to be a correct business 
principle. Then why hesitate to demand 
that each and every one who seeks to 
secure your merchandise should demon- 
strate that he is worthy of such credit? 
It is right and just. 
"There are certain things you owe to 
your family and yourself and the prin- 
cipal one is self-protection. 
"Business competition is keen. Compe- 
tition is the life of trade. But the com- 
petition that induces you to accept a 
customer who you cannot have any de- 
pendence in. is the death of trade. The 
majority of failur&s of the retailers have 
been the result of careless credit. 
The 
retailer, honest himself, places a confi- 
dence in those he meets and who appear 
as 'good- fellows.' 
Without investigation 
he opens an account, and permits it to 
grow until at last the demands of the 
wholesale houses cannot be met. The 
retailer's capital has been consumed in 
supplying the table of those In whom 
they had placed a confidence that a little 
investigation at the proper time would 
have prevented. You ask. 'When is the 


r>roper time?' .'There is only one answer: 
^Before the goods have, left your, posses- 
si on.' 
An honest co-operation 
on 
the 
part of the retailers will add to your 
profits and peace of mind. 
- "In this hustling age it is not .well to 
devote too much trme hustling after bad 
accounts that might be avoided. If the 
retailers will make a correct report of 
all bad accounts it is but a short time 
before you have the record 
of 
every 
credit seeker in the community. 
From 
the past you can judge somewhat of the 
future. 
Your danger !s not alone in the 
opening of an account, but your neglect 
to either close it or collect it. There is 
no rational reason why a person receiv- 
ing pay either weekly or monthly should 
expect you to 
supply his table for 
months. 
"As a matter of principle, the necessi- 
ties of life should be paid for first; then 
the luxuries. ' If a person cannot pay his 
grocer a'nd butcher, there mu'st be a rea- 
son. 
Either they are sqaundering your 
money, or their earning capacity is too 
limited for their tastes. In other words, 
'They have a champagne appetite with a 
beer salary.' Can you afford to allow this 
exquisite appetite to be atisfied at your 
expense ? 
"There would be an almost total sus- 
pension of ousiriess if an absolute cash 
basis were enforced to-day. 
The most 
successful enterprises require credit; the 
poor man needs credit. • .The individual 
who is paid monthly is greatly conven- 
ienced by credit. But there is and ever 
wil1 be as long as permitted by you, an 
element that will sap the vitality of your 
business^ . . 
" • - ' • ••-- . 
• •• 
"It is the small individual account -that 
•you neglect. 
Take • the' 'tagr 
you are 
carrying on spindles, add them up and 
you will be surprised at the total. Don't 
stoo and set them aside as worthless. 
Make a record of them—send a collector 
after them. 
There is not -a retailer-in 
this city who extends credit' but can se- 
cure a portion of the amount due him, 
if he will go after it with-determination. 
The-fact that many have "left these small 
acounts is not Indication of dishonesty In 
all cases. 
Some have -been overlooked. 
II will'be' such that you will secure, and 
those who will not pay, r.epoct promptly 
and save a co-worker In the cause for 
the destruction of the dead beat. 
"When you delay^ collecting; a custo- 
mer feels that in paying for a" 'dead 
horse' he is being imposed upon. If you 
will work together, there will be a sur- 
prising increase in your profits. You may 
not . sell quite . as many goods but you 
will make more money. 
Unite for the 
good of your neighbor; your honest cus- 
tomer, 
and 
especially 
for 
your own 
family. 
Charity begins at home. 
Do 
what is right for them and it will be 
right for all. AH honor to the man who 
pays 
his 
honest 
debts. 
Like 
the 
'Village Blacksmith.' 
" 'His brow Is wet with honest sweat 
He earns whate'er he can, 
And looks the whole world in the face 
For he owes not any man.1 


"The 
honest man has naught to con- 
ceal and will be candid with you. The 
dead beat with great bluster, may. claim 
an ability to. get credit elsewhere and 
leave you feeling you have 'lost trade. 
Perhaps so, but you have saved money. 
United effort on your part will produce 
the extinction of the drone and every 
year 
increase your cains. 
Judicious 
credits are a benefit. That they are ju- 
dicious, you must have a reliable-source 
of information. 
Such a force can be 
found In the Merchants* Protective As- 
sociation."

In the face of strenuous opposition on 
the part of Mr. Foss, chairman of the Naval Committee, he secured 
an appropriation to provide necessary equipment for the yard. On 
this appropriation depended the building of one of the new govern- 
ment colliers at Mare Island. His success is conclusive proof that 
Vallejo has a warm and influential friend in Mr. Knowland. 


Senator Perkins is given a high testimonial by our new Con- 


gressman : "Senator Perkins is one of the leaders of the Senate," 
is the way Mr. Knowland puts it. While no assurance on that point was 
needed, Mr. Knowland's frank expression of appreciation indicates a 
cordiality of feeling between the veteran and the Congressman that 
should be gratifying. It is proof that they will work together in har- 
mony for California and the Third District. 


Next December,- unless an extra session should be called be- 


tween time. Mr. Knowland will begin the legislative work of his full 
term, and from what he has already accomplished we can rest assur- 
ed that the interests of this district will be well guarded. No mistake 
was made in sending Mr. Knowland to Congress.

That 
the returns correctly represented the popular verdict is beyond ques- 
tion. In Los Angeles it is conceded that a. poll of about eight per 
cent of the registered vote correctly indicated public sentiment, hence 
there is no complaint. On the score of incivism, as indicated by the 
bond vote, Oakland can well stand comparison. 


Authority For Temperance Statistics 


The Pacific Issue, organ of the Anti-Saloon League, says 
the 


drink bill of the United States for 1903 amounted to $1,410,236,702. 


Who figured this out so carefully? What was the basis of the 


computation? How is it possible to ascertain to a nicety precisely 
how much consumers in the United States pay for their liquor? 


We ask for information. It is a matter of common knowledge 


tfiat vast quantities of liquor are consumed annually in the United 
States, and that enormous sums are spent in buying it. But we would 
like to know the source of the statistics so freely used by the advocates 
of Prohibition. In seeking for knowledge in this direction there is 
no desire to minimize the evils of intemperance and no intent to dis- 
credit the sincerity of the protagonists of Prohibition. We simply 
desire to ascertain how the correctness of the statement made by our 
teetotal contemporary was arrived at. 


It is an old saying that figures will not he; which is an epigram- 


matic way of saying a mathematical demonstration represents the 
exact truth. Yet figures can be made to lie in most brazen fashion. 
By using false quantities and omitting component factors in every 
equation a wholly false or a terribly distorted impression can be con- 
veyed. 


The man who is always prepared to back up his opinions with 


statistics of an unusual character not readily accessible to ordinary 
people is not always a safe guide. As a rule his figures should not 
be accepted without examination, for nothing is more easy to invent 
or assume than statistics. 
Your social reformer of the enthusiast 


type is a frequent sinner, consciously or unconsciously, in the use of 
imaginary statistics. 
Federal Internal revenue statistics will show 


how much liquor is made in this country each year—that is, within a 
reasonable approximation—and the import collections will show how 
much is imported from abroad, but we know of no method by which 
the cost to the consumer can be even 
approximately determined. 


Hence we would -like to know how our zealous temperance friends are 
able to figure the drink bill of the entire country up to odd dollars. 


Where is the statistical authority for the figures? 


Murder seems to be an organized and established industry in the 


vicinity of Reno, Nevada. Within the past eighteen 
months 
the 


bodies of some seventeen or eighteen men who were murdered and 
robbed have been fished out of the Truckee or found in the neighbor- 
hood of that stream. No less than three of the victims belonged in 
Oakland. Not one of the murders has been punished. Yet there is 
excellent ground for believing that the thugs make their headquarters 
around low deadfalls along the river or in the vicinity of the irrigation 
works being constructed by the Government. A solitary fisherman 
with a gold watch risks his life in lonely places. Knock-out drops 
and bludgeons finish the stranger rash enough to drink and display 
his money in the deadfalls. Is this murder business under the pro- 
tection of the law officers of Nevada or ars the law officers unequal 
to the task of breaking it up?

Something for nothing is not business, nor is it good advertising.

•• Party calls, from time immemorial, 
or to be more explicit, since the draft- 
ing of rules of social etiquette, have 
been more or less a matter of confu- 
sion, and are today. This city, owing

A strict observance of an, "at home" 
day tends to increase the pleasure of 
calls, and robs the pretty practice of 
possible embarrassments.

sicians' Union has prepared a list of 
all theaters and concert and dance halls 
In the city, together with the seating 
capacity and size of each. The next 
step will be to establish a minimum1 


sized orchestra or band which will be 


allowed to play In the various places. 
By this method of restriction, it Is 
hoped, the musical output of each man 
will be checked. 


It, will be possible under such a plan 


to furnish only a modicum of grand 
opera or ragtime to an audience of 500 
persons. For 1,000 persons the amount 
•will be doubled, and the ratio will txs 
maintained indefinitely. 


Officials of the Federation explained 


that it was a defensive move. 


"Managers have been reducing the 


size of orchestras and bands until we 
have been forced to seek protection," 
they said. "Three or four players were 
expected to make themselves heard in' 
a hall seating 2,000 or 3,000 persons.

his eyes to the delightful nature pictures 
thrown upon the screen, and not become 
lost in the imageries of the speaker, the 
tumultuous rush of poetic fancies—like 
the ripple and gleam and splash of many 
waters through the forest—to "take'.' Dr. 
Bigelow, 
As you listen to his prose, 


which is poetry, to his interpretations of 
the 
poetry 
of Wordsworth, Coleredge, 


Longfellow or 
Tennyson, 
and see the 


loveliness of the wondrous pond lilies, 
springing in purity from the muddy ooze; 
see and hear the birds and wild things 
he brings to 'life before your gaze—he 
takes you. 


The speaker said he would not dwell 


upon the pedagogical features of nature 
study, but rather show some of the ma- 
terials with which the .work was carried 
on in1 the Bast. "At the Alameda County 
Institute," he said, "I hope to have the 
pleasure of telling of something of the 
spirit of natuVe study "as I know 'it. I 
am coming to you principally as a C. L. 
—a child lover." 
i His first picture was of a cow, a bovine 
Inquiring and expectant, and he quoted 
from John Burroughs: "I once saw a 
cow which had lost her cud. How forlorn 
and desolate that cow looked." 


No more quiet ruminations in a. cool 


and soggy glade, the animal was quite 
distraught, but the next view showed 
how the tendering of some slippery elm 
bark made all again right, and started 
anew the machinery. There was a hint 
in- this, the 
speaker declared, for the 


brain-fagged worker. He should go back 
to the woods and find a little bark to 
chew.

"I-eee in your city,". said Dr. Bigelow, 
"that .the steeples of the churches point 
upward, and I have heard s>me of the 
preachers say we are in some .'uture life 
to find a beautiful, world and become 
lovely and righteous. But, I tell you, if 
•we can comprehend thls^jbeautlful world, 
^e will apprehend the one to come. In 
the wondrous beauties of this world we 
orten find, indeed, that the commonplace 
things are marvelous in themselves." 
In his concluding remarks the lecturer 
said he wished to leave with his auditors 
a messag" of love for the ;world.
